MEDICAL  ASSISTANTS

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PRACTICAL  NURSING 


Licensed  practical  nurses  are  vital  ac- 
countable members  of  the  health  care 
team  who  provide  direct  care  to  indivi- 
duals who  have  common  illnesses  or 
disabilities  with  fairly  predictable  out- 
comes. They  are  technically  skilled  and 
participate  in  the  assesment,  planning, 
implementation  and  evaluation  of  pa- 
tient care  in  supervised  health  care  set- 
tings such  as  hospitals,  rehabilitation 
and  long  term  care  agencies  and  nursing 
homes.  The  program  in  practical  nurs- 
ing consists  of  theory  drawn  from  phys- 
ical, social  and  nursing  science.  Concur- 
rent, supervised  clinical  nursing  prac- 
tice is  provided  in  child,  adult,  and  ma- 
ternal newborn  settings  in  cooperation 
with  various  community  hospitals. 
Upon  completion  of  the  program,  the 
graduate  is  eligible  to  write  the  state 
board  test  pool  examination  for  licen- 
sure.
